"I started to fall again and said 
goodby to life,' for I thought I was a 
gouer. 
But I tuude a great effort and 
straightened out agaiu when only about 
600 feet above ground. 
I thought to 
myself, ‘Now lf I can only hold nu to 
my wits uutil I laud!’ Then everything 
went black, and I didn't romeinber an­ 
other thing uutil I was on a stretcher 
being carried over some trenches by a 
couple of poilus. 
Believe me, it was a 
relief to set* theme blue uniforms, to 
know .that I wus in the hands of 
friends. As It was. I fell right lu a first 
line trench, not Mon meters away from 
the German line 
Wasn't that luck? 
My machine was badly smashed, for, as 
I have said, It landed Itself without any 
except subconscious help from' me, but 
I have uot bing except bruises, nothing 
broken except skin! 
It is really a 
miracle that I wasn’t killed in the fall 
" I’ve been decorated, exteriorly—a 
Croix de guene with palm and the 
medailfe 
militaire. 
I 
don't 
deserve 
them; honestly I don't. There are fel­ 
lows st the A m e r i c a n encadrtlle who 
have done far better service and who 
have received no medals 
I do a foolish 
thing, get brought down, aud they re­ 
ward me for accomplishing nothing at 
all. That’s Justice for you 
Its rather 
odd that recently I should have written 
a short article deprecating the practice 
•f giving houors.”
